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Amended Items in Nomination:

Section 5 Classification. The Count is, hereby, revised to indicate 96 contributing buildings and
26 noncontributing buildings for a total of 96 contributing and 26 noncontributing resources.

Section 7 Description. The contributing status of the St. Raphael School at 205 Bluff Street is,
hereby, confirmed. The St. Raphael Catholic Church complex, including the school, served as a
catalyst for immigration and growth in this area of the city and contributed to the neighborhood’s
strong ethnic and religious ties. Constructed in 1905, the school replaced an earlier 1857 school.

Section 8 Significance. The period of significance is, hereby, amended to read “1850 to 1905.”
The new closing date corresponds to the construction of St. Raphael’s School in 1904-05. The
school is documented in the nomination as one of the key institutional buildings in the historic

district, and its construction in 1905 marked the build-out date for the district.

Describe the present and original (if known) physical appearance

The Cathedral District encompasses a fine range of pre-1900 residential
buildings. Bordering the original commercial/industrial core, this neigh-
borhood, focused around and to the north of St. Raphael Catholic Cathedral,
has resisted commercial expansion. A range of pre-Civil War residential
rowhouse and freestanding brick and frame building types, typical of the
Mississippi River Valley communities of this era, remain relatively unchanged
in this area. The broken and twisted topography of Dubuque is reflected in
the stepped houses which are perched along the streets which approach the
high bluffline which borders and defines the neighborhood to the west.

While the historic context within which this District grew and developed is

- important to the early history of Dubuque, the nomination of the proposed
Cathedral National Register District is primarily based on the architectural
significance of the area. As represented by examples of mid- to late-19th
Century brick vernacular architecture, this District defines the best concen-
tration of residential structures in Dubuque's earliest extant neighborhood.
Because the boundaries of the proposed District lie within the original
boundaries of the town of Dubuque, as platted in 1833, the original cabins
and shanties were, in the process of growth, replaced with permanent brick
or frame structures. Due to a controversy over land ownership, substantial
numbers of permanent structures were not constructed until the claim was
finally settled in 1853, There then followed a building boom during the
mid-1850's until the Panic of 1857 stagnated the building market. Building
began again with the commencement of the Civil War as Dubuque contributed
raw materials and supplies to the great effort. After the war, building
activity increased as the population grew, and the Cathedral District became
firmly established as a residential area in close proximity to the central
business district, docks and railroads.

The architecture of the early 1840's and 1850's is best exemplified by sim-
ple frame houses at 44 Bluff (C-32) and 352-354 Bluff (C-63) and the brick
Thedinga house at 340 West Fifth (C-25). This house was built in the late
1840's and is actually an addition to a frame house that was later razed.

The mid-1850's saw the construction of the fire station (now S&T Furniture)
at 401 Locust (C-108). 103-105 Bluff (C-42) was constructed in the image of
the Thedinga house. Other residential structures, reflecting a Federal Ver-
nacular or Greek Revival Vernacular Style, were also built, but the most out-
standing architectural structure built during this time was the Cathedral of
St. Raphael. Originally slated to be built in Romanesque Style, the Panic of
1857 curtailed these plans and the structure followed the Gothic Revival
Style. "The building as finally planned was to be of Dubuque brick above the
foundations. The width was 83 feet, the length 163 feet, and the basement
stone work 12 feet high, the brick work 66 feet high and the height of the
Gothic arches 85 feet above the floor. Its groined faults would be supported
by 14 clustered wooden columns. . . . On the east wall there would be raised a
stone tower which would reach to a height of 243 feet."l The Cathedral is
today the most outstanding example of Gothic Revival architecture in Dubuque.

Statement of Significance (in one paragraph)

Cathedral District contains the best concentration of residential structures
in Dubuque's earliest extant neighborhood. Its architecture, including a
range of substantial brick and frame side and front gabled rowhouse and free-
standing residential house types, is significant for the years 1850-1900.
The very survival of these buildings, located along the western edge of the
original city commercial core, and pressed between that core and a steep
western river basin bluff line, is quite remarkable.

In 1833, settlers, mostly miners, crossed the Mississippi River, entered
present day Iowa, and settled in the area known to them as the Dubuque Mines.
They came with the primary goal of mining lead, not starting a city. However,
in that same year, Dubuque was surveyed and boundaries determined at First,
Seventh, and Bluff Streets and the river. At the northern edge of this new
town, a public square and Protestant church were established before the end
of 1834, while near the southern end a Catholic church was soon under con-
struction. The residential area of brick duplexes, single homes and at least
one boarding house that rested between the Catholic church and public square
was firmly established by the 1860's and continued to grow through the early-
1900's.

Today, the proposed Cathedral District, so named for the prominence of St.
Raphael's Cathedral complex, encompasses most of this original residential
neighborhood and includes the institutions that played such a large part in
the neighborhood's early history. The public square, Washington Park, has
been improved since it fell to disrepair in the late 1800's and has been
listed on the National Register. The little stone St. Raphael's Church was
replaced in 1857 by St. Raphael's Cathedral. Both parochial and public edu-
cational institutions developed early with the original St. Raphael's
Parochial School built in 1857 and rebuilt in 1904 and the First Ward School
built in 1856 and rebuilt as Franklin School in 1906. Together with the
neighborhood saloon, grocer, and an assortment of small home occupation busi-
nesses, the district thrived in the location near Main Street and the river.

The following themes and sub-theme have been found to be historically signi-
ficant to the Cathedral District: 1) as the first residential neighborhood
in Dubuque, the Cathedral District has been able to retain most of its origi-
nal character and fabric from the mid- to late-19th Century; 2) St. Raphael's
Catholic Cathedral served as a catalyst for immigration and growth in the
District; and 3) as a sub-theme, the majority of the Irish population settled
in the District which strengthened the area into a cohesive residential

neighborhood of strong ethnic and religious ties.

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As construction began in earnest after the Panic of 1857, a heavy concentra-
tion of two-story single and two-family houses developed. With the exception
of the houses on St. Mary's Street, the main building material is brick with
foundations of Dubuque stone (limestone). During this period, 1860's-'70's,
the primary architectural fabric of the District developed. While not high
style in design, these structures were predominantly vernacular adaptions of
traditional styles and today remain very much as they did then.

Infilling during the 1880's and 1890's mimicked, for the most part, the size,
scale and building materials that were already present in the District.
Houses did, however, incorporate styles reflective of that later period such
as Queen Anne and Late Victorian. And while a variety of styles can be iden-
tified throughout the District, they all primarily exhibit Victorian vernacu-
lar or provincial tendencies in that they are rather simple brick buildings.
Also during this post-1857 Panic era, more high style and decorative detail
were incorporated into new structures such as 504 Bluff (C-80), the residence
built by A.A. Cooper for his daughter, and 701 Bluff (C-86) which featured
the Queen Anne Style. The Halpin Building at 51-53 Locust (C-35) features
an Italianate Style with an Irish flair as shamrocks have been designed into
the facade. J.P. Farley's house, 605 Bluff (C-82), features Second Empire
detail. A residence at 759 Bluff (C-90) sports a bow front style from the
late 1890's that is common in the Jackson Park Preservation District but is
the only one 1in the Cathedral District. Several structures scattered
throughout the District (C-92, C-46, C-115) have Terrace detail.

The architecture in the proposed Cathedral District offers not only fine ex-
amples of mid- to late-19th Century Brick Vernacular but also a diversity of
styles and details that makes it a unique district in the City. The Church,
ethnic ties and proximity to the business district also kept this District
active and separate from other areas in Dubuque. Therefore, in sympathetic
design, cohesive setting and distinctive sense of time and place, the char-
acter and integrity of this District survive today as the first permanent
residential neighborhood in the City.

Descriptive Statement

The Cathedral District, for the most part, appears as it would have once the
third wave of building was finished in the 1890's. Of course, the original
cabins and shanties that were scattered throughout the District as evidenced
by A. Simplot's lithograph of 1852, have long since been replaced.

The District lies just below a bluff line and east of the river. For the
most part, the houses are built on the river valley plain. The exception to
this would be the residences on St. Mary's Street that back up to Kelly's
Bluff and those that start climbing the bluff on Third and Fifth Streets.
To make grading and infilling unnecessary, high foundations were built to
facilitate level houses.
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The City of Dubuque was generally platted using the historic grid pattern;
however, the streets were allowed to follow the bluff line which resulted in
slight bends and curves. Other roads were platted to follow the ravines.
The Tack of a ravine between Dodge and present day Eighth Street may have
forced the development of the Fourth Street/Fenelon Elevator to provide a
more efficient and time saving means to get up the bluff.

Without the benefit of present day zoning regulations, houses were generally
constructed with direct street frontage, uniform setbacks and little or no
side yards. The houses that today are situated within the interior of the
blocks (Hayden and Copperhead Lanes) were constructed before many of the cur-
rent direct street frontage houses were built. On the 1884 Sanborn Map, the
residences along Hayden Lane (C-99, C-100, C-101) appeared to have fronted
on either Third or Fourth Street. However, by this time other residences
had been built within their deep setbacks with more direct street frontage.
Only one residence along Copperhead Lane was blocked from Bluff Street by
another residence by 1884, On the 1891 Sanborn Map, 479-481 Bluff (C-79)
(Copperhead Lane Structure) was still blocked while the structure existing
at 474 Bluff, now demolished, still maintained clear access to Bluff Street.
It was not until the late 1890's that a residence was built directly fronting
Bluff Street (C-71) thereby cutting off direct frontage for all Cooperhead
Lane residences.

The settlement pattern seems to have developed as follows: The 1850's saw
the start of the Cathedral and residential structures close by on Bluff.
The boom years of the 1860's and 1870's saw groupings near Fifth and Bluff
and up and down Bluff Street. Fourth Street, near the base of the bluff,
also developed during the boom years of the '60's and '70's along with the
area bordered by Locust, Bluff, Fifth and Fourth. Two houses facing
Washington Park on the west side of Bluff were also built at this time. The
1884 Sanborn Map shows complete development of Bluff Street between Jones
and First, the Halpin Building and Halpin house on the southwest corner of
Jones and Locust. Bluff between Third and Fourth had developed, but two
buildings on the northeast corner of Third and Bluff have been demolished.
Richardson Shoe and Boot Factory, located on the southeast corner of Third
and Bluff, has since come down and been replaced by a residential structures.
By 1891, the Sanborn Map shows complete development of Emmett. St. Mary's
Street did not fully develop until the 1890's. The Gay Nineties and be-
ginning years of the new century saw the development and infill of the rest
of the Cathedral District. A.A. Cooper built Greystone on the northwest
corner of Bluff and Fifth, and as a wedding present to his daughter, built
the Redstone in 1894, The Greystone has since been demolished but the
Redstone stands as a memory of architecture at the turn of the century.
Both parochial and public schools were rebuilt in 1905 and 1906, respec-
tively. The original First Ward School built by John Rague was “deemed un-
safe,"2 5o another structure went up near the original site and was renamed
Franklin School. Today this is Central School (C-31).
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The Fenelon Elevator (C-98) was built in 1883 for the sole purpose of cutting
traveling time so J.P. Graves, who had only an hour for lunch, could enjoy a
good meal and nap. Graves built the original elevator because his horse took
too much time climbing the bluff. It burned in 1884, and was rebuilt in 1893.
The elevator belongs intrinsically to this District because of its importance
in transporting passengers up and down the bluff at Fourth Street. Original-
ly called the Fourth Street Elevator, bluff residents used the elevator to
come "downtown" to the business and riverfront areas. It facilitated as a
practical transportation vehicle making pedestrian access possible to, from,
and through the District. Visually it is seen from below, not above; and the
top provides a panoramic view of the District and the city. Even part of the
"property" is located at the level of the District. The elevator's associa-
tion with the Fourth Street Area continues today and has kept the area active
and prominent as people utilize this unique transportation mode.

Styles and Examples

The architecture of the Cathedral District is characterized more by popular
and derivative executions of architectural styles drawn from pattern books
and builder's guides than high style buildings designed by architects.
Buildings in the district are rather plain and simple edifices, constructed
of red brick and usually do not rise above two or three floors in height.
The predominant stylistic category has been designated Brick Vernacular and
often features details drawn from several different periods. Most common is
the worker's and small business owner's home and details drawn from one, pos-
sibly two different architectural styles. The exception in the Cathedral
District is the ornate high style building or house.

The following stylistic influences are characteristic of the District:
Federal

Although there are no high style examples of the Federal mode in the Cathedral
District, there are several buildings here that exhibit the influence of the
style. These houses were constructed between 1840 and 1860, some 20 to 40
years after the style had lost its popularity in the East. The continuation
of the Federal tradition in Dubuque probably came from two sources--the tend-
ency of pattern books and builder's guides to perpetuate styles for years
beyond their peak of popularity and a Federal influenced house building tra-
dition that was especially popular in towns along the Mississippi River until
around 1860. Characteristics of Federal style include a low-pitched roof,
end-stepped gables, double hung windows with small panes, rectangular shape,
sidelights and transom. The J. H., Thedinga House at 340 West Fifth Street
(C-25) is the best example of the Federal influence in the Cathedral District.
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Please refer to Figure A for itemized characteristics of the best example of
Federal detail found in the District. For more typical characteristics refer
to Figure B. Other good examples of Federal influenced design are 486 West
Fourth (C-22), 421 Locust (C-109), 103-05 Bluff (C-42), and 371-373 Biluff
(C-64).

Greek Revival

Most of the Greek Revival influenced buildings in Cathedral District were
erected between 1860-1880. The Greek Revival was a popular style in the true
sense of the term, and its influence continued to be seen in builder's guides
and pattern books long after its influence on high style architecture had
largely disappeared. The structures in the District have clearly defined
features and yet still express the basic simplicity of the style. For the
best exampie of Greek Revival influenced styling in the District refer to
Figure C. For a more typical example, please refer to Figure D. Other
buildings that exhibit this stylistic influence are 474 Bluff (C-78), 391
Bluff (C-66), 348 West First (C-4), 490 Emmett (C-97), and 480 Emmett (C-96).

Victorian Vernacular/Brick Vernacular

It appears, because of the number of structures found within the proposed
District that have a variety of details, that a general Victorian Vernacular/
Brick Vernacular Style incorporates most of the remaining residences within
the Cathedral District. This style allows for a brick structure to remain
very plain or to be open to a mixture of any design or pattern without being
too heavily influenced by the "high" style. Refer to Figures K and L for
examples of Victorian Vernacular/Brick Vernacular Styles.

Although "high" styles are not seen in the District there are Brick Vernacu-
lar structures which incorporate characteristics that express a predominant
style:

Italianate Style - The Italianate Style is another rather popular style
for detailing in the District. Popular from 1840 to 1880, the most out-
standing structure with Italianate details is the St. Raphael's Rectory
at 231 Bluff (C-55). Refer to Figure E for characteristics of the
Italianate Style incorporated into the rectory. 653-655 Bluff [C-84]
offers a more typical example of this style. See Figure F for details.
Other structures which are good examples of this style are 401-411 Locust
(C-108), 442-444 West Fifth (C-28) and 50-52 Bluff (C-34).
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Second Empire - The Second Empire house was common from 1860 to 1890.
tven though 1t was built in two different phases and incorporates the
Farley House at 605 Bluff (C-82), the Mary of the Angels Home is the best
example of the Second Empire style. See Figure G for details. Figure H
provides a more typical example of Second Empire within the District.
Other examples in the District are 469 Emmett (C-95), 467-469 BIluff
(C-77), 345-347 Bluff (C-62) and 409 Bluff (C-68).

Queen Anne - Queen Anne Style, 1880-1890, gives the Cathedral District
its flair in detailing and styling. The structures classified as Queen
Anne, however, each lean toward a different type of this particular style.
While 504 Bluff (C-80) verges on Romanesque, the row house at 186-190-196
Bluff (C-51) mixes in a little Eastlake. The best example of Queen Anne
is the row house facing Fourth Street (C-16) which now mixes commercial
and residential uses. Refer to Figure I for itemized characteristics.
This building has, however, been altered somewhat in a recent restoration.
Other prime examples are 121-123 Bluff (C-44), 701-703 Bluff (C-86),
320-322 Jones (C-103) and 484-486 West Third (C-15).

Terrace =~ Another style found in this district is Terrace which dates
from the late-1880's. The best example and details can be seen on 432-
436 Emmett (C-92). Please refer to Figure J for characteristics. Other
examples are found at 115-117 St. Mary's (C-115) and 125 Bluff (C-46).

The Cathedral District also has scattered examples of styles that are rare to
this particular District but not necessarily to the City. These styles in-
clude Colonial, dating from the early 1800's (352-354 Bluff, C-63); Craftsmen
from the early 1900's, (453-455 West Fourth, C-18); and Gothic Revival,
dating from the 1840's, which is seen in St. Raphael's Cathedral (C-54).

Two styles that are found in the District but have no outstanding architec-
tural features are 1) Twentieth Century Modified and 2) Frame Vernacular.
Examples of Twentieth Century Modified include 124-26 Bluff (C-45) and 340
W. First (C-2), while 421 W. Third (C-8) is a good example of Frame Vernacular.

St. Mary's Street gives another dimension to the Cathedral District. This
street, directly behind the Cathedral, developed during the late 1880's and
1890's. Instead of using brick, these two story houses are primarily frame
structures. An exception to this is a brick dwelling listed on the 1884
Sanborn Map. Again, these houses are relatively vernacular in style and all,
unfortunately, have been covered with some form of synthetic siding.
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Building Key:

An architectural rating of "A" specifies that the building is a "key struc-
ture" that exemplifies outstanding detail and styling. If the structure is
strategically located, not only for the neighborhood, but for the entire City,
it is classified as a key structure. The integrity and material of the
structure must be in good to excellent condition while modifications have
been kept to a minimum.

A rating of "B" classifies the structure as "contributing" to the integrity
and character of the District. Alterations are sympathetic or can be easily
reversed. These structures relate more to the neighborhood than the overall
City and contribute background fabric for the District.

A "C" rating identifies any building that has been altered beyond recognition
or built after 1934 as being non-contributive and intrusive.

Acceptable and Non-Acceptable Alterations:

Acceptable alterations include any alterations that incorporate historic
plans and detail into the design and also attempt to use similar building
materials.

Non-acceptable alterations include deviations from original building material

or structural design and plan. Original fabric cannot be covered with
another inappropriate material (i.e., aluminum siding over brick).

Methodology Statement

The survey and nomination of the Cathedral District began with the designa-
tion of the Lower Bluff Street Area as an historic preservation district.
The Lower Bluff Street Area's name was formally changed to the Cathedral Dis-
trict when the importance of St. Raphael's Cathedral to the area was empha-
sized. Original boundaries were determined through an architectural survey
done by Bruce Kriviskey in 1978 and 1979. Those original boundaries were
slightly altered to accommodate the best selection of materials and struc-
tures. National Register District boundaries have been slightly altered to
exclude four 1920's houses on Jones Street.

Actual survey study and original research were done at the Loras College Re-
search Center for Dubuque Area History, Carnegie-Stout Public Library, Dubuque
County Courthouse and the Dubuque County Historical Society. Conversations
were also held with residents of the area for local color and oral history.
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Contributed effort came from the Historic Preservation Commission and from
Helen Mercer, who had begun a nomination in 1980. Relevant surveys were done
in 1974 by Lawrence Sommer and an architectural survey completed in 1979 by
Bruce Kriviskey.

The District is currently defined as the Cathedral Historic Preservation Dis-
trict, encompassing and concentrating the best local examples of mid- to
late-19th Century residential vernacular architecture in Dubuque's first
residential neighborhood.

27. 275 St. Mary's (C-122): has been sided with asbestos and metal siding.

Only eleven buildings from the above 1list have been altered beyond recognition
or are modern structures. They are: 1) 335 West First (C-1); 2) 124-126
Bluff (C-45); 3) 625 Bluff (C-83); 4) 679 Bluff (C-85); 5) 246 Bluff (C-56);
6) 146-148 Bluff (C-48); 7) 453-455 W. Fourth (C-18); 8) 350 W. Sixth (C-29);
9) 323 Jones (C-104); 10) 330 Jones (C-105); and 11) 55 Bluff (C-37). They
have been included in the proposed District so rational boundaries could be
developed.

The other structures on the list could, with time and effort, be restored and
alterations reversed. They, again, are included to maintain rational bounda-
ries. Therefore, only 23 percent of the proposed District is intrusive in
terms of diminishing the integrity of the neighborhood architectural fabric.

VYerbal Boundary Description

The boundaries of the proposed Cathedral District reflect an intent to stay
within the limits of the original residential area. The boundary to the west
runs south from 759 Bluff Street to 39 Bluff. This boundary line uses the
west property lines that edge the bluff except for the area that incorporates
the Fourth Street Elevator. The south boundary extends from the bluff east
to Locust Street following the southern property lines of the school and
those residences facing Jones Street to the north. The boundary bisects
Jones Street and meets the proposed District's east boundary at the alley be-
tween Locust and Bluff and continues north to Fourth Street. Following
Fourth to Locust, the east boundary continues north to Seventh Street, turns
west on Seventh and extends to the centerline of Bluff Street, turning north
till intersecting with the north boundary line of the property at 759 Bluff
and runs west to point of beginning.

The properties on the east side of Locust from Jones to Seventh have been
excluded because of their commercial land uses. The intention to follow
rational boundaries makes it necessary to exclude the bow front on Seventh
Street. This particular residence is surrounded by commercial structures.
The west side of Locust Street between Jones and Fourth Street has been
excluded because its commercial nature would detract from the theme of a
residential neighborhood. Properties south of Jones on Bluff have been ex-
cluded due to loss of character and integrity of several structures.
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The history of the Cathedral District in many ways parallels the history of
Dubuque. The proposed boundaries of the District 1lie within the original
town as platted in 1833. During this time, the settlers located near the
r1ver and present day lower Main Street. Dubuque's growth accelerated in the
1840's when sawmilling replaced mining as the chief industry, and with this
acceleration, the residential neighborhood around the Cathedral developed
rapidly.

Although the population accelerated, the city did not physically grow as much
as many citizens had desired. The primary reason for this lack of growth was
due to land claims by the heirs of Auguste Chouteau. The claim was to the
land under Julien Dubuque's old Spanish grant for which Chouteau was executor.
Debated for two decades, permanent construction in Dubuque was minimal during
the 1840's. The claim was so significant that the right of the trustees to
collect taxes was challenged when citizens were not able to show a clear
title to their land. Finally, in 1853, the United States Supreme Court re-
solved the matter by voting in favor of the citizens' property rights. "When
the news reached Dubuque there was general rejoicing -- be]]s rang, bonf1res
were kindled, and joy reigned supreme. A new era had dawned."

Before the verdict on the land claim had been reached, very little permanent
housing had been built. Washington Park had been established, and the first
church in Iowa% had been built on that public square. The original stone
church of St. Raphael's had been completed, but only a limited amount of res-
idential structures were built. The only probable structures in the District
that are still extant from this time are located at 44 Bluff (C-32), 352-354
Bluff (C-63) and the Thedinga house at 340 West Fifth (C-25).

The decision of the Supreme Court in favor of the citizens of Dubuque marked
one of three events in Dubuque's early history that preceded a building boom.
These three events were 1) the land claim decision, 2) the end of the Panic
of 1857, and 3) the beginning of the Civil War.

In the mid-1850's, the District exploded with new structures. Coming after
the land claim and immediately before the Panic of 1857, buildings such as
the fire station and the old Frank11n School, designed and constructed by
John Rague, were completed in 1856. _"A systematlc colonization of German and
Irish by the Roman Catholic Church"® brought new immigrants by the boatload
to Dubuque. With the rising number of residents not only in the City, but in
the District, buildings and institutions such as schools and churches were
very necessary. The most impressive building constructed at this time was
the Cathedral of St. Raphael. "Perhaps one of the most striking public
buildings in Dubuque of the 1850's was the St. Raphael’ s Cathedral (not to be
confused with Father Mazzuchelli's earlier St. Raphael's Church) designed by
John Mullaney and built between 1857 and 1859."6 However, growth was halted
by the Panic of 1857 and the population actually declined.
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The years between 1860 and 1880 saw a definite population growth within the
City of Dubuque as evidenced by the chart below. The largest increase in
population occurred between the years 1863 and 1867.

The Cathedral of St. Raphael's has always been the headquarters and residence
of the Bishop and Arch B1shop of the ecclesiastical province of Dubuque. It
was from St. Raphael's that missionaries went out to the new frontier and from
here that all Catholic institutions in the City of Dubuque have originated.

The diocese of Dubuque was created in 1837. It included present day Iowa,
Minnesota, and those parts of North and South Dakota which lie east of the
Missouri River. In 1850, after the formation of the St. Paul Diocese, the
diocese's boundaries were the same as the State of Iowa. These boundaries
remained the same until 1881, when the southern half of the state fell under
the guidance of the newly created Davenport Diocese. In 1893, Dubuque was
elevated to an arch-bishopric and was still in charge of northern Iowa. The
development of the Sioux City Diocese in 1902 determined the present day
Dubuqug Arch-Diocese which now embraced only the northeast section of the
state,

When the diocese of Dubuque was created, it was one of only three ecclesias-
tical sees for the new American Frontier. 1In April of 1839, Bishop Loras,
along with Father Joseph Cretin, came to Dubuque. Not the first priests to
be in Iowa, these men had been preceded by Father Van Quickenborne, Father
Fitzmaurice, and Father Mazzuchelli. It was Mazzuchelli's church that became
the first Cathedral for the original diocese of Dubuque. The Diocese also
served as the headquarters for several missionaries. A large structure,
built by Mazzuche111 in 1839 and located in back of the Cathedra], served as
the Bishop's Palace and a base for priests who struck out on missions into
the Iowa frontier. The building, regretfully, is no longer extant.
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Again, the history of the Cathedral proper begins with the settling of
Dubuque. The "mother parish of the Great Nortmwest,"ll as St. Raphael's par-
ish was called, was established in 1833, The first Mass in the young settle-
ment was held in the home of a Mrs. Brophy. Later in the year, Patrick
Quigley's house on the corner of First and Bluff Street served as the site
for services. Father Charles F. VYan Quickenborne was the first priest for
the parish. He was followed by the Reverend J. Fitzmaurice, however,
Fitzmaurice died in the cholera epidemic that swept through the village in
1835. Father Samual Charles Mazzuchelli replaced Fitzmaurice. It was
Mazzuchelli who designed the first church of St. Raphael. Scrapping all of
the plans of his predecessors for a log church, Mazzuchelli designed a
building 40 by 77 feet, and gaining a height of about 24 feet. Work began on
the church in 1835 with some of the stone bein% quarried from Kelly's Bluff,
which is situated right behind the Cathedral.l?2 The first Fourth of July
celebration was held in the roofless church in 1836.

In the late 1840's, a newly appointed Bishop, Mathias Loras, planned to erect
a Cathedral on Main Street. However, the plan failed due to a lack of money
and the growth of the business district around the proposed Bishop's Block at
First and Main. After ten years and considerable urging from a friend, the
Bishop decided to try again near the site of the old Cathedral.l3 The
cornerstone was laid on July 5, 1857, and by Christmas of that year, Bishop
Loras celebrated the first Mass in the new Cathedral.

The Cathedral became a focal point in Dubuque when it was constructed. It
also represented an early attempt at town planning. Dubuque's main steamboat
dock was at the base of Second Street, with the downtown centered at Second
and Main and the Cathedral at the head of Second. The construction of the
Cathedral instigated the widening of Second Street to 90 feet, allowing pas-
sengers disembarking from the steamboats an unadulterated view of the
Cathedral.l4

The Cathedral was also located in the heart of "Dublin," and Dublin being the
area in town where the Irish settled and concentrated. As mentioned, the
Catholic Church was a catalyst for bringing both Irish and German immigrants
to Dubuque by sponsoring boatloads of these immigrants from Europe. Once in
Dubuque, these two nationalities lived in opposite ends of the town, had
their own parishes, St. Raphael's in the south and St. Mary's in the north,
and each highly resented the other. Josiah Conzett in his diaries and papers
writes, "Now the Rest of the St. to the End off (sic) Dublin now South Locust
was all Built up, but in One & Two Store Frame Buildings and below 1lst St.
mostly Hovels and Shanties here Lived the Irish Population and for years
Decent People hardly dared go down that St. from lst St. fOf 3 or 4 Blocks
down the place was all doggeries & Low Class Boarding Houses."1>
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In 1866, the Irish population in Dubuque constituted approximately 15 percent
of its total population. The 1867 Directory for the City lists such names
and occupations as Daniel Casey, R. Corcoran, Laborer; Michael Farrell, Henry
Farrell, Drover; John O0'Brien, Butcher; John 0'Neill, Shoe Store; J.P.
Quigley, Grain Dealer; N.C. Ryan, Grocer. OQut of the apg{oximately 121
households in the District at that time, 37 percent were Irish,16

Also, in the late 1860's, the Fenians, an Irish-American revolutionary organ-
ization, were rather active in Dubuque. In 1866, "large Fenian demonstrations
were held in Dubuque on July 4th."l7 From 1867 to 1870, the Sarsfield Circle
of Fenians sponsored four annual balls in Dubuque, which now had become a
national center of Fenianism. The Fenian organization in the United States
eventually faded out after two attempts to invade Canada failed.

A church, both public and parochial schools, a local "Irish" saloon, grocery
store and neighborhood home occupations kept the District fairly self-suffi-
cient without the permanent intrusions of commerce or industry into their
midst. The Halpin Building (C-107), on the corner of Locust and Jones, has
consistently been used for a saloon and a grocery store. Two exceptions to
the residential neighborhood were the Richardson Shoe and Boot Factory and
the Chamberlain Plow Factory. Both were replaced in the early 1900's by
residences.

The proposed Cathedral District was, and continues to be, a residential
neighborhood. Its location near the Main Street business district was con-
venient for the working class, for midddle class store owners and also for
prominent men like A.A. Cooper and J.H. Thedinga. Both Cooper and Thedinga
resided close to their wagon works and bank, respectively. Jesse P. Farley,
another prominent businessman, also lived in the District close to his whole~
sale dealerships. The Cathedral District very proudly reflects the beginning
years of the City through its past residents and its enduring architecture.
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1872 Drawing which shows Bluff Street from Ist to 7th and is ’.che.earh'est pre-Sanborn
record of structures that has proved useful in dating buildings.
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Verbal Boundary Description:

The district west boundary line runs south from 759 Bluff Street to 39 Bluff. This line

follows the western or rear property lines of those properties which are west of Bluff
Street and east of a prominent and unbroken bluffline. The exception being the Fourth
Street Elevator property which includes tracks up the bluff and the station at the top
(Already entered on the NRHP, the Fenelon Place or Fourth Street Elevator property is

defined as being a 64' (north-south) by 278' (east and west) p arcel measured from the

west end of Fourth Street at the base to the corner of Fenelon and Raymond Places at
the bluff top). The southern boundary line follows the southern property lines of the
scho ol grounds and those residences which face onto Jones Street from the south. The
boundary line turns to the southeast at Bluff Street, and parallels Jones Street as
stated until it reaches Locust Street. Here it turns northeast, following same street
to its intersection with Jones Street. . It turns northwest, following the said Jones
Street to a point where that street intersects with the alley which runs north between
Locust and Bluff Streets. It follows the latter alley to its intesection with West
Fourth Street, where it turns north where that street intersects with Locust Street,
following the latter street three blocks to a point where that street intersects with
West Seventh Street. Here it turns west following the latter street for one block,
turning north at a p oint where that street intersects with the center line of Bluff
Street. The north boundary runs turns west at the north boundary line of the property

at 759 N. Bluff, and runs west along same to the point of beginning.

This boundary segregates to a maximal extent commercial and other intrusive structures

from the identified historic residential core.
